806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the claimed combination does not 
recite the particulars of the subcombination. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as first, second, third and fourth switches, first and second capacitors, and a 
differential pair.
